WHEREAS, it is desirable for the City of Fort Wayne 
to establish proper rules and regulations for the parking of 
vehicles in residential districts; and, 

WHEREAS, it is necessary to amend the Municipal Code 
of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, in order to establish said 
rules and regulations. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

Section 1. That Chapter 17 of the Municipal Code of 
the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, of 1974, is hereby amended 
by adding thereto the following sections: 

Sec. 17-81 (a) (16). Upon any portion of residential 

property other than in a driveway, or as otherwise permitted 
upon the street or alley adjacent to said residential real 
estate. 

Sec. 17-81 (c). The only vehicles to be permitted to 
be parked in residential districts in the City of Fort Wayne, 
shall be: 

(1) operable automobiles, vans and motorcycles, and 
no such automobiles, vans or motorcycles shall be parked 
other than in the driveway, street or alley of said residential 
districts; 
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(2) operable recreational vehicles, campers, boats 
and small (one ton, panel or pick-up) trucks which shall only 
be parked in the driveway or alley of said residential districts 
but not in the street. 

Sec. 17-81 (d). The following vehicles will not be 
permitted to be parked in said residential districts; 
semi-trucks, truck tractors, farm tractors, road tractors, 
semi-trailers, pull-trailers, or other commercial vehicles; 
school buses, church buses, or inoperable automobiles, vans, 
motorcycles, recreation vehicles, campers, boats and trucks.

ORDINANCE REGARDING "PARKING" NOW IN EFFECT 

Sec. 17-81 "Parking prohibited in specified places" 


Sec. 17-81. Parking prohibited in specified places. 

(a) No person shall park a vehicle except when ; necessary 
to avoid conflict with other traffic or in compliance with law 
or the direction of a police officer or traffic control device 
in any of the following places: 

(1) On a sidewalk or otherwise between the curb 
lines or lateral lines of any roadway and 
the adjacent property lines. 

(2) In front of a public or private driveway. 

(3) Within an intersection. 

(4) Within fifteen feet of a fire hydrant. 

(5) On a crosswalk. 

(6) Within twenty feet of a crosswalk at an 
intersection. 

(7) Within thirty feet upon the approach to any 
flashing beacon, stop sign or traffic control 
signal located at the side of a roadway. 

(8) Between a safety zone and the nearest curb 
or within thirty feet of points on the curb 
immediately opposite the ends of a safety 
zone, unless the city traffic engineer has 
indicated a different length by signs or 
markings. 

(9) Within fifty feet of the nearest rail of a 
railroad crossing. 

(10) Within twenty feet of the driveway entrance 
of any fire station and on the side of a 
street opposite the entrance of any fire 
station within seventy-five feet of such 
entrance, when properly signposted. 

(11) Alongside or opposite any street excavation 
or obstruction when stopping, standing or 
parking would obstruct traffic. 

(12) On the roadway side of any vehicle stopped 
or parked at the edge or curb of a street.

(13) Upon any btidge or other elevated structure 
upon a highway or within a highway tunnel. 

(14) At any place where official signs prohibit 
parking. 

(15) Upon any street for any period of time longer 
than twenty-four continuous hours, except
